4 PROOF THAT YELLOW FEVER CANNOT L'VE IN 
ATLANTA 


Oar readers will remember that some time ago, 
&@ Mr Brand reached this city prostrated wi'h the 
yellow fever. He feli into the hands of Dr Jno 
G Westmoreland, and that noble man, 

WITH HIS HEABT OF GOLD, 
determined io protect him agaiust the panic that 
his arrival had created. He tock him after many 
aiveniures to his own office, where he 
said he would protect him if necessary at the 
peril of his life) The unfortunate young man 
died after a few days, although everything that 
could be done was done to relieve him. 

THE LES:ON OF THAT CASE 

A great dea! of interest has bien felt in the 
ou‘co. eof that c we, because a good deal de- 
pended on it. In the firet place, it would 
settie the question as to whether 
or not yellow fever was contagious. Io the 
second piace, a3to whether or not it could 
spread in Atlanta. We promised at that time to 
give the public the full facts in the case. We 
have simply weited until the fourteen days. 
which isthe limit of time in which the fever 
may possibly develop, had expired. 

The 1ime was ont on yesterday, and this re* 
porter called on Dr. Wes'moreland. We found 
the old veteranin the bes: of humorandioa 
condition of phy-ical hea'th that was absolu‘ely 
exhilarating. He knew whai was comi: g, aud 
with a twinkle in his brave gray eye, opened the 
conversation with, 

“I’m not dead yet.”’ 

‘Has the fever had time to work?” we asked. 

“More than time. it usually deveiops in eight 
days—often less. I have given it fourteea days, 
which is the outside possible limit. I have 
had no symptoms of sickness, but actually 
feel betier than usual. My nurses are im the 
same conditiun. So that we have abso'uiely 
demonsirated that yellow fever is not Cudlu- 
gious.”’ 

*-Did you give this case a full trial?” 

“I did. I felt that if yellow fever was Conta. 
gicus, after all I had said—if 1 had actuaily 
been diceizing the people—that I deserved to 
catch it; and ought toaie. I, therefore, deter- 
mined to give it a full iria!. I staid ip the room 
with my patient ali day. I ever. slept iu the 
room with him all night, wiih the back vomit 
ali about me, snd the room thoroughly imprg- 
nated. I uppacked his clothes and hawdled 
them freely: I touched the patient, nursed him, 
and waited on him till he was dead. I had two 
nurses, who went thrcugh the same ordeal with 
me, end they boib c:me out unscatbed. Dr, 
Johnson went through even worse 
than that. He was with us 
all the time, and heid the patient’s head whi-e 
he was vomiiing. He is now in perfect heaith. 
If there is anything that is absolutely demon- 
stratea it is that yeliow fever is not contagious."’ 
**This, howe ver,’’ the Coctor went on to say, 
“is no new discovery. I simply have given it 
this new test to :s-ure the panicky people of 
thie city. It was demonstrat d time and again 
in the epidemic of ‘54 76. etc Why, it was 
demonstrated three weeks ago, in this city.”’ 
“How was tha.?’ we asked 
**There was @ man fiom Memphis who was 
taken #ick at one of cur leading hotels. I was 
sent for and soon discovered that he bad yellow 
fever. lI informed the proprietor of tbe botel, 
and assured him that there wasno danger. He 
allowed me to attend h'm guietly, in his room. 
He was weil in eight deys, and nebedy knows it 
to this day, except a very few persous ”’ 

“What will be the result of your experiment?’ 
Why it will dispei the foolish notion about yel- 
low fever being carried about ia clothes or 
packages, or letters. It will tend to Jift un. 
necersary quarantiaes—to relieve the para! za- 
tion of commerce, and it will convince the peos 
ple of Atlanta that there is no danger in obeying 
the dictates of humanity and throwing open 
ber hotels, boarding houses and private houses 
if need be, to ‘hese unfortunates. 
*You consider it impossible then for the fever 
to be bred here ?”’ 
**absolutely, there is nothing here to feed it 
on. It,isa malarial fever, and must have ma- 
laria. There is no malaria here. There are 
four degrees of malazial fever—chills, bilieus 
fever, congestive (or pernicious) fever, and yel- 
low feyer. Nor we can not breed even the 
first phase of this fever here. 1 have never seen 
over three or fc. ur cases of chilis that originated 
in this city, and those were due to eome peculiar 
local cause, No, sir; it is absolutely impossible 
for us to have & alarial f ver here, and we need 
not fear it. So I think we ought to open our 
doors to the yellow fever patien's and invite 
them to come here and make this their asylum: 
Chattanooga has done ‘it an@ with no more eaie- 
ty than Atlanta could do it.”

Epirors ConstTITuTIoN: I observe a 
paragraph in your paper of to day—4th Septem- 
be,—inform'ng ihe public “that Superintendent 
Mallon had organized all the public schools in 
fine working order.’’ Such informa.ion, if true, 
somewha! depresses me. I feel grieved for soae 
of the board of education. They have my poor 
sympathie:. ‘Ths public schools for the past 
eight years have been ostensibly engineered by 
the board, so to speak, One Of the members in- 
formed me ih.t the day oa which the schools 
were organized, he—not Prof. Mallon—*had 
worked so hard that hie c othea were wet with 
persp'ration.’”’ If the blood of the bréve is never 
los’, it seems that “‘sweat’? som«times is, since 
Prof. Majlon gets all the credit for the labor of 
himese!f and the board. The board can afford to 
be cverehadowed ein e their work is cone gratai- 
touely, while the eup:rintendent gets eight to ten 
dollars per day to organize, an! all the glory to 
boot.
